Tilinois Suffragette Lawyer Declares. 
Sex Is Often the Intellectual Su- 
perior of Man. |

as men who have received the same 
training. They are the intellectual 
equals of men, and in many things 
their superior.

In these words Miss Grace Reed, 
member of the Illinois bar, voiced her 
approval of the section which Repre- 
sentative Gilbert has incorporated in 
his Municipal Court Bill.

It is paying a poor compliment to.our 
sex to intimate that it is only the 
strong hand of repression that holds 
woman to the home and her wifely and 
motherly duties, her virtue and her 
feminine graces. 

The truth, however, remains that the 
greater the liberty that has been given 
to woman, the larger field of endeavor 
she has been allowed, che grander have 
been her achievements, the more lofty 
her ideals, and the broader her under- 
standing. 

It follows, therefere, that the grant- 
ing of the fsanchise to her, will not 
only make her a more valuable citi- 
zen, but will bring into politics the 
righteous influence of her convictions.

ORANGE EMBLEMS AND SUPER- 

STITIONS. 

The Chinese regard the orange as 

emblematical of good luck and pros-

ORANGES IN UNITED STATES. 


Fifty years ago oranges in the 
United States were commonly grown 
under giass and were regarded as 
great luxuries. Most of those con- 
sumed itn American markets were 
brought from the Mediterranean ro 
gion, but with the advent of rapid 
transportation the orange culture has 
become one of tha most Important In- 
dustries of several of the more trop- 
teal States. Florida, the delta region

VARIOUS USES FOR BLOSSOMS.

ANCIENT RECORDS 
IN. THE GUILDHALL. 


It is now almost certain that another 
new building will shortly be erected on 
the fringe of Parliament square, to take 
the form of a new Guildhall for the 
county of Middlesex, says the London 
Standard. 

Provided the new proposals are now 
agreed to, the county will have to tind 
a temporary home for thousands of 
historical records, weighing many tons, 
now contained tn the present bullding. 
These county records go back to the 
time of Edward VI, starting in the 
vear 1549, and they extend, with several 
short inte rruptions, over a period of 
$35 years. Among them 18 a notable 
record of the case of the poet Ben 
Jonson, who waa tried for the man- 
slaugluter of one Gabriel Spencer, whom 
he \ilied In a duel at Shoreditch on 
September 22, 1508. The value of the 
sword used by Jon®on, states the rec- 
ord, was 3-2, “a cheap, though good 
weapon,” Jonson, though not being the 
ageressor, affifmed his guilt, and es- 
caped the hangman’s noose “by plead- 
ing the clergy and reading his neck- 
verse.” He was released, but in ac- 
cordance with the statute had to be 
branded with a hot tron known as the 
“Tyburn T." Jonson's earlier? biograph- 
ers had only a dim knowledge of this 
important incident In his life, and cer- 
tainly did not know of the actual way 
in which he managed to escape an 
early death. One reason for this, prob- 
ably, was the absence of any mark on 
Jonson's body. This Is supposed to be 
due to the fact that for a substantial 
fee in those daya the officer could 
“brand” the prisoner with cold steel. 
HIGHWAYMAN AND WITCHES. 
Jonathan Wiid's trial is also officially 
recorded in these documents, which add 
to the Imited knowledge of this not- 
able receiver of stolen goods, highway- 
man, informer and thief-taker of the 
seventeenth century. The number of 
persons hung for felony in the county 
during ten successive years of the relgen 
of James 1 is given as 74.

Cases of the infliction of capital 
punishment for witchcraft are recorded, 
including the case of Agnes Godfrey, 
who Was put to death in the reign of 
James I on the allegation that she was 
reaponsible for the decease at Hamp- 
stead of af infant named J. Nutting 
Agnes Godfrey was one of the three 
women known to have suffered death 
for allemwed witcheraft during the reign 
of James I. 

Such value do the county offic ials'at- 
tach to these records that a smal) staff 
of girls are constantly employed re- 
patring and keeping them tn thorough 
order. Their possession has not been 
held without a struggle, for when Lon 
don wae made a separate county, over 
twenty years ago, the new-county made 
a claim upen them.

Subjects to Be Discussed at the Con- 

,» vention of the Navy League of the 
United States Here. — 


An advance schedule of the subjects 
to be discussed at the convention of the 
Navy League of the United States, to 
be held in Los Angeles in March, shows 
an unusually wide range of topics of 
world-wide importance. When it is 
considered that all of these subjects 
will be discussed by specialists and 
thoroughly informed experts the influ- 
ence of the convention can hardly be 
overestimated.

A couple of wells were driven 
several years ago northeast of oe- 
nix and another at Riverside, near Kel- 
vin, but nothing of practical value was 
developed, though oil sand was found 
in all three wells. 

While boring in the Little Colorado 
River Valley, near Winslow, the Aztec 
Land and Cattle Company found an 
oll. seepage at the depth of 600 feet, 
the deepest boring of a number of 
wells driven to extend the company’s 
water supply. 

At least one well was driven to a 
considerable depth near Jerome Junc- 
tion, north of Prescott, where geologti- 
cal indications are considered of. the 
best. The oil indications in Southern 
Mohave county were so good that a 
large tract of land was set aside from 
entry. Boring is being prosecuted in 
the valley north of Bowie and a. large 
tract has been located for oil near 
Safford. But in all, thus far, there is 
not. even a pumping well, of the

American Sunset Gets Well. 
The American Sunset Oil Company, 
on section 6, 11-23, is down 1610 feet 
and has a heavy gas pressure in the 
well.

Away back 
in 1901 President Roosevelt spoke in 
his message about incoming foreign la- 
borers who ‘represent a standard of 
living so depressed that they can un- 
dersell our’ men in the labor market 
and drag them to a lower level.’ He 
also recommended that ‘all persons be 
excluded who are below a_ certain 
standard of economic fitness to enter 
our industrial fields as competitors 
-~with American Jabor.’ 


ROOSEVELT’S SUGGESTIONS NOT 
MET. 


“But no new laws along these lines 
have’ been enacted. We cannot shut 
such aliens out unless they happen to 


tiened. If they are mentally unsound. 
or sick, or crippled, if they are con- 
tract laborers, convicts, or paupers we 
ean shut them out; but, if they are 
none of these; no maticr how unfit 
they may be otherwise, no matter how 
their coming may undesirably affect 
the working man. whe has already won 
for himeclf an honorable and a decent- 
iy cornfortable place here, we are 
powerless to exclude them Many, 
even most of the incoming immigrants 
who flock, as soon aa they are landed, 
to the city slums, are, really, unde- 
sirable,; no matter how sound physi- 
cally they may be. There are social 
classes quite as dangerous as contagi- 
ous diseases. I have frequently 
pointed out that our statutes are, :n 
this regard, defective. And there are, 
across the ocean, organized forces 
constantly at work to bring these 
classes to us, dump them on us, leave 
them in our voluntarily helpless 
charge. From many European sec- 
tions they are flocking, sections where 
the standard of living is so low that 
it is detrimental to the best interests 
of the country that the American 
workingman should be forced to com- 
pete with their output, but our hands 
on Ellis Island are tied tightly by the 
law. We can do nothing, or almost. 
nothing, to exclude them, although we 
know the really grave economic dan- 
ger of admitting them. We need good 
immigrants and always shall need 
them, but we fall to realize that one 


immigrant is to shut away the bad 
one.” 

“How many do you annually deport 
under the existing statutes?” 

MANY ARE SENT HOME. 

“The number fluctuates with the tide 
of travel. When it sets toward us 
mainly from North Europe there are 
not so many undesirables; when it 
comes to us from Southern Europe 
there are really great numbers. In the 
two months of January and February 
of last year we sent away 2500. In the 
first ten weeks of the year, indeed, 
we reshipped a thousand more than 
that. Some steamship lines bring us 
relatively few who must go back; oth-

We re- 
quire that immigrants, before they 
leave this island, shall have enough 
money in their possession to supply 
them until such time as they are likely 
to be able to secure employment, un- 
less they are wives or children coming 
to join persons on this side who are 
legally. bound to support them. But 
many are brought here with little or 
no money, expecting to qualify, after 
they arrive, through gifts from per- 
sons under no moral or legal obliga- 
tion to make such gifts. We have 
learned that gifts of this sort, espe- 
cially if sent to the immigrant in 
question after exclusion and appeal, 
are often merely nominal, made for 


\the purpose of evading our law, and 


that, as soon as the itmmigrant has 
landed in New York, he is compelled 
to give them up. 

“Failure to state on the ship's man- 
ifest the ‘final destination’ of the im- 
migrant is another frequent cause of 
deportation.

STEAMSHIP COMPANIES MIGHT 

SOLVE THE PROBLELI. 

“The solution of almost all our trou- 
bles rests with the steamship compa- 
nies under the present law. We must 
detain for special inquiry a’! immi- 
grants ‘not clearly beyond a doubt en- 
titled to land,” and our accommoda- 
tions here for 2000 over night are often 
taxed beyond their best capacity. 
These accommodations would be ade- 
quate if sufficient care were exercised 
by the companies in weeding out the 
obviously impossible, but it is not, 
and ff, when the spring rush comes, we 
are forced to send the surplus unde- 
sirables back to the ships a day or 
two before the time of sailing, then the 
fault will _be those of the ships’ own- 
ers, for by a strict inspection abroad 
each stearnship company has it within 
ita power to reduce such immigrants to 
such low numbers as could easily be 
handled on the island. They could 
easily determine, in advance, 
would-be immigrants are likely to be 
detained and excluded and stop them 
before they start for the United States. 
“The immigration laws apply to all 
allens, whether they have been resi- 
dents of the United States at some 
previous time or not. Foreign citizens 
who have lived here for a time, but 
who go abroad with the intention of 
returning, are subject, when they re- 
turn, to the same restrictions which 
met them when they first applied for 


‘their admission, and this is at it should 


be. All steerage aliens must be brought 
to Ellis Island, as well as such cabin 
aliens as our inspectors, when they 
board the ship at quarantine, deter- 
mine should be subject to examination 
Effort is often made to pass in unde- 
sirables by sending them first cabin. 
This is especially true of women sen 
here for immoral purposes.” 

“How much money must an alien 
have in order to gain admission?” 
“There is no set rule.” 

“Tt has been suggested that the law 
should demand possession of enough 
to take him to some one of the séctions 
which you have mentioned as really 
needing residents, rather than to the 
city slums,” said I. 
“I cannot see how such a Federal law 
is possible,” said Mr. Williams, “and 
the States could not, obviously, pass 
effective laws.

HOLY LAKE ABOUT WHICH CHRIST AND 
HIS APOSTLES LIVED. — 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


IBERIAS (Palestine.)—I am in a fisherman's skiff 
7 on the Sea of Galilee. We have just left Tiberias, 

the ancient city of Herod, near the southern end of 
the lake, and are on our way to Capernaum, where 
Christ lived and preached—that white spot which you 
can see on the shore at the north. It seems strange 
that one can carry the whole Sea of Galilee in his eye. 
I have always considered it as only little less than an 
ocean, or, at least, as big as the largest of our great 
fresh-water lakes. The truth is it is only a puddle 
compared to Lake Michigan. It is about half as large 
as Lake Cayuga, near Ithaca, N. Y., and standing on 
any of the hills which rise precipitously about it, the 
whole body of water can plainly be seen. 


A Birdseye View. 


The Sea of Galilee is only six miles at its widest part 
from east to west, and from where the Jordan flows in 
at the north to the place where it empties out at the 
south the distance is a scant thirteen miles. The sea 
lies in the depression of the Jordan Valley, the river 
forming a winding canal 200 miles long, which con- 
nects it with the Dead Sea at the south. The descent 
to the Dead Sea is over 600 feet, and the waters wind 
like a corkscrew all the way down to that salt sea of 
death. 

Lake Superior is a little more than 600 feet above 
the level of the ocean. . The Sea of Galilee is more than 
680 feet below that level, and it lies in a nest in beauti- 
ful mountains which slope up from the water in pictur- 
esque shapes. 

Over,there at the west the shores are bright green 
and are spotted with wild flowers. The grass makes a 
waving sheet of emerald velvet, and it seems to almost 
reach the fleecy white clouds of the blue sky above. 

Farther to the south are the Galileean Mountains, 
now gray in the morning sun, with masses of smoky 
clouds hanging over them. They are full of water; 
and, as I look, lo! the rains comes. The sun is still 
shining; and it has painted a rainbow over that part 
of the lake covering the town of Magdala, which, as 
you remember, was Mary Magdalene’s home. 

Looking through the rainbow, you can catch sight of 
the Mount o1 the Beatitudes, upon which our Savior sat 
when He preached the sermon on the mount, and on 
the sloping little hill at the left is where, it is said, He

Geologists have long recognized the fact that the At- 
lantic Coast line was once much farther out than it is 
now. There is a line from 100 to 300 miles) off the 
present coast at which the water suddenly gets much 
deeper. Out to that distance the water is generally 
some 300 feet deep. Then it plunges suddenly and it 
becomes ten times as far to the ocean bottom. The 
men of the coast survey have traced this line through- 
out the length of the coast line, and find it similar all 
along. The geologists say that the continent once 
reached out this far and that here was the coast line. 
But a gradual decline through the ages has caused that 
line to retreat, until now it is where we know it. | 

From a geological standpoint this has happened in 

comparatively recent times. It has all been done since 
the glacial period. This brings it into the present pe 
riod and makes the action new. In fact, it is positively 
known to be now going on. ; 
_ That this decline was gradual throughout its entire 
course is not to be believed, for the time has not been 
long enough for this to have brought about the known 
results. It is more probable that the decline goes 
steadily on through the ages and at given periods, un- 
der certain influences, itis accelerated and a more rapid 
drop is taken. There is evidence leading to the belief 
that this faster movement is now on the way.

A New Occupation for Guides. 


The teaching of ski-ing and skating is now the rec- 
ognized winter occupation of the guides who in sum- 
mer conduct tourists for glacier and mountain excur- 
sions.

The little earthen 
pots simmering over the fire contain caldo, a very weak 
cabbage soup, and frijoles, and sometimes sopa—rice 
cooked with tomatoes and onions. His aunt will be on 
her knees rolling, patting and baking the tortillas.

To make the tortilla a metate’is necessary. The 
metate is a slab of gray stone set on three short legs. 
It is pitted like a man after smallpox, and the roller 
used to grind the corn is likewise pitted. The corn is 
soaked in lye, then ground into a firm dough, small bits 
of which are taken and laboriously rolled again and 
again on the metate, then patted with the palms into 
paper-thin cakes and baked on an earthen plaque with- 
out fat or salt. But after Leonor has rolled up some 
hot chile stew in his tortilla he asks for no other savor. 
After eating, Leonor can take his well-earned siesta, 
if his mother does not want water drawn. Leonor is 
no saint, and he usually rebels if asked to do anything 
at home. His anxious-eyed, hard-worked mother, as a 
rule, secures submission, though by dint of much scold- 
ing. Dona Juana is a little brown woman, not over 30, 
and looking like an old woman only for her milk-white 
teeth and heavy black braids. She will tell you she has 
only five boys living; she had had ten—all boys. The 
other five had “died of their stomachs.” It is neces- 
sary they all work, for they have no father and there 


father was. It does not do to be too inquisitive about 
husbands in Mexico. It is conservative to say that not 
two out of five Mexican women of the lower class have 


and his lips are thick; he wears a_ shirt and trousers 
of unbleached cotton—I have often wondered what be- 
comes of him when they are being washed and dried, 
as they occasionally are—to hold up his trousers and 
serve as a pocket he wears a red cotton sash; he does 
not rave underwear, but carries in the winter, folded 
over one shoulder, ready for use, a red or striped 
woolen blanket, which passes the summer at the pawn- 
shop. 

He is a cheerful-looking boy, always showing his 
white teeth in a wide grin, and to me he is such an un- 
daunted and human [ittle ture that I cannot help 
that pity for him which is akin ove. Although I do 
not think that he thinks his life such a hard one; for 
when it is too dark to work he can play under the elec- 
tric light at the corner, where all the boys in the 
neighborhood gather to play bullfight or pelota—a sort 
of handball. 

Leonor rises about the time the sun does and starts 
at once to his work. He does not have to button shoes, 
put on clothes or wash his face; he rises from a straw 
mat, slips the thongs of his sandals between his bare 
toes, tightens the red cotton sash about his empty stom- 
ach, and behold him ready for the day. After he has 
worked a couple of hours he will get his breakfast, fur- 
nished to him by Dona Mariquita, his employer, a hard-. 
faced, scolding woman of the peon class, who by chance 
has acquired a little land and is building on it houses 
for rent. 

It is not likely that Leonor will ever suffer from gout 
on aceount of his breakfasts, which are, day in and day 
out, a small olla (a pudgy earthen vessel) tull of a weak 
solution of burnt coffee sweetened with a chunk of 


aid from the father in raising their children. 

All bring home their weekly wages except Pepe; he 
is 16, and>being a man has cut himself off from petti- 
coat government. It is a pity, too, for his daily wages 
are princely, amounting to 18 cents, American money.

STRANGE VILLAGERS IN ASIA MINOR 
EXCITE SCIENTIFIC WONDER. 

EOPLE who live in gigantic ant hills, in Cappe- 
docia, have recently attracted the attention of 
ethnologic investigators. They are interesting 
houses they inhabit, but also for the reason that these 
dwellings have been continuously occupied since very 
ancient times—almost, indeed, from the very dawn of 
The region in question is in Asia Minor. It is vol- 
ic in character, and over wide areas are scattered 
the ant hills. They are not really ant hills, however, 
size, which strikingly resemble in appearance the huge 
nests built by “termites.” 
So numerous are they that the country west and 
them in all directions as far as the eye can see.

In relative magnitude, 
even the largest apartment-houses erected by human 
beings are smal! affairs compared with the communal 
dwellings of ants. Nevertheless, in a small way, peo- 
ple do imitate ant architecture much more widely than 
is generally supposed, Thus, for example, there are 
villages in Asia Minor which are to a large extent un- 
derground, When Ibrahim Pasha, with an Egyptian 
army, on an occasion many years ago, came to a town 
of this character, the inhabitants fled into their subter- 
ranean rooms, closing the entrances by rolling great 
stones against them. The Egyptian soldiers could not 
force their way in, and when, sorely in need of water, 
they lowered buckets into the wells, the people under- 
ground cut the ropes. So to escape death from thirst, 
the invaders were compelled to withdraw.

WATER WITCH IN OKLAHOMA. 


TRIUMPH OF THE FORKED TWIG AMAZES STATE 
UNIVERSITY SCEINTISTS, 


{Norman (Okla.) correspondence New York Sun:] 
As the seat of Oklahoma State University, this town 
naturally regards itself as the center of science and 
literature in Oklahoma, and yet the source of its pub- 
lic water supply was discovered by a water witch, to 
whose heirs the municipality is bound by contract to. 
| pay for ten years a royalty of 5 cents for each 1000 gal- 
lons of water consumed by the town. The heirs of the 
water witch are now getting slightly more than $15 a 
day in royalties. 

When Norman first planned a public water supply 
wells were sunk, but the maximum capacity could not 
be increased beyond 25,000 gallons a day. The quality 
of the water was so bad and the supply so smal! that 
apparently the only means of relief was to pipe water 
from the South Canadian River at great eost. 

On a homestead farm near Norman lived G. L. Ab- 
ut, who wa fi beiiever in the efficacy of the 
forked branch of witch hazel. He offered to provide a 
daily supply oi good water, the minimum to be not less 
than 100,000 gallons and tae maximum as much as 300,- 
000, if the town would pay him a royalty of 15 cents on 
each 1000 gallons used for ten years. Abbot was to 
bear the expense of sinking the wells and to give the 

wells to-the town at the expiration of his contract. 

Norman smiled credulously, but gladly made the con- 
tract. Abbott induced a contractor, M. L. Howart, to 
enter into partnership with him. With a forked birch 
branch grasped in his two hands—he did not use the 
witch hazel this time—Abbott walked slowly over the 
ground. Suddenly the birch bent violently toward the 
earth. The spot was marked, and again Abbott went 
over the ground. The birch twisted in his hands a sec- 
ond time at the same spot, and so violently that part 
of the bark was peeled away. 

Abbott declared that further search was useless, and 
was so confident of his success that he gave a bond for 
the faithful performance of his contract, and spent 
nearly $4000 in putting down a test well. At a depth 
of 240 feet a vein of water was struck that ever after- 
ward produced 80,000 garlons a day. A second well 
was sunk, this time to a depth of 400 feet, and a flow 
of 50,000 gallons obtained. Neither drought nor 
seems to affect the supply, the water in the wells 
standing at the same level summer and winter. . 

The professors in Oklahoma State University shake 
their heads and make no answer when asked if they 
believed in water witches. 


RELENTLESS PARIS POLICE. 


Any one who has“ever attempted to fight the police 
of Paris has been woefully defeated, and an American 
automobilist who has just made a heroic attempt to 
resist this powerful institution has met his Waterloo 
like all his predecessors. Returning from a drive to 
the suburbs one day last summer, he made a mistake — 
of three liters in the declaration of the amount of petro!

He asked for some food 
to be sent to him from outside, and offered to pay, but 
this favor was refused, because, as he was told, he was 
only “transitory” at the prison and no account could 
be opened for him. He did without food the whole day, 
and the following morning the same food was offered 
him and again declined. 

In the afternoon he was put in the dark police omni- 
bus and after hours of jolting over the rough suburban 
paved streets, he was landed at the general prison of 
Fresnes. Here, on the third day, the common prison 
fare was again offered to him. He was unable to take 
it, and, at last, after a heroic fast of seventy-two hours, 
he pref -red to pay the fine and the costs, and was re-

VERY once in a while, and especially during the 
k show season, the demand for more and better 

judges seems to be a crying need on the part of 
exhibitors. In a measure, the cry is warranted by the 
facts; not because we have no first-class talent in this 
respect, but because the men who are really competent 
to handle a first-class fixture are so few in number. It 
is not always to the best interest of an exhibition to 
employ the same talent year after year, for the reason 
there are always those among the losers who will 


to get them’? That is quite another question. 

With shows held only in the winter months, there is 
certainly not much financial inducement for one to 
master the art of judging fowl! accurately—for it is an 
art that requires constant attention and practice for 
fashions change in poultry as they do in clothes, and 
new breeds are constantly being perfected. Some re- 
lief, however, is feasible in the selection of specialty 
judges covering only one breed, or even one variety. 
For certainly, a specialty breeder, say of Barred Rocks, 
ought to be able to handle that breed intelligently and 
along correct lines; this same thing could apply to 
other breeds and varieties in the same way. By thus 
giving employment to any number of specialists, the 
congestion in the showroom would be relieved. 

Nothink adds a greater interest to the showroom, nor 
affords greater satisfaction to the owners of the win- 
ning birds, than to see the awards all up on the day 
that the show is thrown open to the public. The writer | 
regrets to say that this has not always been the case 
with California poultry shows; as a matter of fact the 
awards are often not announced until about the third 
day of the event.

What Is There In it? 
“If your ehickens show a disinclination to lay, give 


them mustard,” says the London correspondent of the 
New York Sun. “An experiment has been made in 
Wales that proves that this condiment acts as a stimu- 
lant to hens. 

Have any of The Times readers ever tried the mus- 
tard ration? And if so, will they please write us results 
and experiences? 

“The experiment was made by the vice-president of 
the English Poultry Club and it was carried on for 
one year. Buff Orpington pullets were selected for 
the test. The birds had never laid eggs and were as 
nearly alike as possible. Food was served plain to six 
birds in one pen. The food of six birds in another 
pen had mustard added to it. 

“At the end of six months the birds fed with ordi- 
nary food had laid 369 eggs, whereas the birds fed with 
the mustard addition to their food had laid 532 eggs. 
At the end of the year the birds fed on ordinary food 


had laid 914 eggs, as against 1023 eggs laid by the mus-/ 


tard-fed birds.” 
Colors and Kinds. 


White fowls were never known to reduce commer- 
cial benefits, and they are beautiful when well kept. 
Colored fowls seem to many more robust, and we like 
the peculiar slickness and tucking of feather that 
doesn’t come in white. The green sheen on biack is 
mysteriously silky and talks style. Buff is a warm 
color in keeping with our climate, and red hackles on 

birds are more spicy for some reason than on 

colors. Red fowls are individually beautiful, but 
to some a flock is monotonous. Black and white birds 
are beautiful when well bred and properly marked. To 
a connoisseur the ill-bred and poorly-marked cause ex- 
quisite shivers. Blue birds are beautiful, and the 
breeding of blue feather a peculiar delight to the bird 
lover. Hence, fighting sports like the Games, because 
fighting birds; commercial breeders prefer the white- 
plumaged fowl because laying light-colored shelled 
eggs easily candled; your good liver runs to parti-col- 
ored breeds because good table specimens; and your 
fancier the black and white like the Silver Spangled 
Hamburgs, because natty as well as classy in appear- 
ance. But why go on? The person who cannot find 
the object of his choice, from any point of view, out of 
all the sorts represented in the Standard of Perfection, 
should give poultry a wide berth. ) 


The Age of Breeding Birds. 


It has always been the practice of the writer to breed 
from cocks and hens, rather than cockerels and pullets. 
If this rule was deviated from, a compromise was made 
by breeding a vigorous cockerel to hens, or a cock bird 
to good pullets. That the better results are obtained 
from the former matings has been demonstrated to 
his satisfaction with the Dorking fowls. As supple- 
mental to this experience, the American Poultry World 
in a recent number devoted almost an entire issue to 
the subject, eliciting opinions from the leading breed- 
ers of all sections of the country. The opinions are in- 
deed diverse. For instance, it was stated that Leg- 
horn pullets come to breeding maturity at 8, 10, 12, 
14, 18, 22, and 24 months. The “composite view” 
seemed to be, however, that females came to bréeding 
maturity at twenty to twenty-four months, and males at 
twelve months. If this is true, the pullet and cockerel 
mating is wholly out of the question, and the practice 
of mating cockerels to hens, and cocks to pullets de- 
cidedly inadvisable. 

“At what age does a Leghorn reach laying matur- 
ity?” was answered quite as indefinitely, the age being 
given at 3% months, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 months. We ques- 
tion the first three figures given, and incline to the 
opinion that the average laying maturity will be found 
not earlier than six months.

Cause of Orange Splits. a 


L. M.of North Lake avenue, Pasadena, asks for a 
remedy to prevent the splitting of oranges during 

* the coloring period, and also a statement of the 
cause of this trouble. I know of no specific, nor have 
I heard that the cause has been positively determined. 
I would write the cause as partly due to the character 
of thé navel orange and partly climatic. Neither of 
these influences or conditions can be controlled by 
the grower yet he may modify the action of the soil 
and atmosphere to such an extent that the damage 
will never be very severe. | 
If, as it is held, that splitting is directly due to a 
period of dormancy in the growth of the orange fol- 
lowed by activity in cell growth to which the shrinking 


method of cultivation or seasonal influence that keeps 
fruit developing regularly and evenly is a preventive. 
Regularity of irrigation, cultivation and general care 
would certainly mitigate the splitting tendency and 
make the loss less severe even when climatic condi- 
tions were adverse. I will venture as an observation 
that the type of the navel orange has something to do 
with immunity or liability to splitting. This makes the 
item of selection of interest if type has anything to do 
with the trouble. The investigation to be inaugurated

Of seasons most prolific of split oranges we find the 
injured fruit upon every type and kind of navels. The 
trouble is very severe this season at Riverside, and 
some of the foothill sections are afflicted. My corre 
spondence differs as to its effect upon the total num- 
ber of cars to be deducted for this cause. Some 
are so full of split fruit that the relief to the tree will 
be manifest in the increased growth of the good 
fruit. One of the best estimators or collectors of crop 
conditions predicts not more than 38,000 carloads and. 
B. A. Woodford says the crop will not exceed that of 
1908-9. 


N act of extreme importance to the agricultural in- 

terests and to the health of the State, passed by the 
last Legislature, seems to have escaped general atten- 
tion. It is an act for the extermination of rats, mice, 
gophers and ground squirrels, and was signed by the 
Governor March 13, 1909. The law now assumes State- 
wide interest from the fact that the State Board of 
Health will attempt its enforcement. The main pro- 
visions of the act, briefly stated, are as follows: 

The first section declares it the duty of every one 
owning or controlling property infested with rodents 
to destroy such pests. The second provision author- 
izes the State Board of Health and local health officers 
to appoint inspectors, giving the latter power to enter 
all premises for the purpose of making inspections and 
regulating the hours in some cases during which the 
examinations must be made. Boards of Supervisors 
and city officials are authorized by the third section to 
employ the public funds in the exterruination of rodents 
whenever such officials may deem it necessary to pub- 
lic health to do so. Section four contains the strong 
compulsory feature of the law. Any person, firm, cor- 
poration or company, owning, leasing, occupying, pos- 
sessing or having charge over, any land, place, building, 
structure, wharf, pier, dock, vessel or water craft refus- 
ing to exterminate the pests named shall have the work 
done by the Board of Health or local health officers and 
the expense thereof shall be paid by the Board of Su- 
pervisors or other governing body, and the expense 
‘shall become a lien upon the property, collectible by the 
District or City Attorney. i 

The important feature is the execution of the law by 
the health officers, which will now proceed throughout 
the State. The State Board of Health in conference 
with the United States officers has determined upon 
the following plan of procedure: 

(1.) County boards of Supervisors to be formally re- 
quested to enforce this law, and to take all necessary 
measures to fully notify all land owners in their re- 
spective counties of their intention to enforce it. 

(2.) Through co-operation with the United States 
public health and marine hospital service, expert ad- 
vice to be provided on the best and most inexpensive 
methods of exterminating squirrels in the various por- 
tions of each county. 

(3.) Property owners to be given until January 31, 
1911, to exterminate the squirrels on their preperty. 

(4.) Upon that date property owners who have not 
complied with the law, or upon whose property evi- 


visors and granted one month extension of time. 

(5.) On February 1 a final inspection to begin. All 
property not found clear of squirrels to be condemned, 
and officers specified by the Supervisors to be instructed 
to immediately begin the extermination of the squirrels 
refmaining at that time. 

(6.) This final work of extermination to be done in 
accordance with the law providing that all expenses 
shall be paid from the county and city treasuries and

Now Prof. Wickson of the Agricul- 
tural College at Berkeley says that his institution has 
no solicitors in the field, has had no special appropria- 
tion for such publication, and has authorized no one to 
make these representations to the people. It looks like 
a swindle, and if this solicitor appears in Southern 
California he should be looked after. Many victims 
have reported that their receipts are about all they 
have to show for the visitations of this apparent 
swindler. . 


Cotton Crops Endangered. 
DVICE comes from the Imperial Valley that cotton

Why cotton planters should 
jeopardize a great industry in this way is past finding 
out. All seed must be consigned to the Imperial hor- 
ticultural commission and fumigated by the commis 
sioners before it is legally in the hands of the planters. 
Fumigation does not, injure the seed in the least, and is 
the most certain means of destroying insect life that 
ean be devised. In addition to this a careful inspection 
of the seed is made, which might determine the pres-

It would be humorous, if it were not pitiful, to see the 
everlasting efforts put forth by the medical fraternity 
to find some wonderful “specific” cure for disease, 
when, as every intelligent student of the laws of heal 
knows, “there ain't no such a thing.” To attempt 
cure one poison in the blood by putting in another poi- 
son is surely the height of folly. More than 2000 years 
ago Hippocrates, who is sometimes called the Father 
of Medicine, said: “Nature cures, not the physician.” 

This new remedy is a discovery of Paul Ehriich, a 
German Jewish physician.

“In America we have so 
deeper possibilities of the dance that the word in gen- 
eral use has come te have but one meaning, namely, a 
man and a woman holding each other and performing 
an exceedingly simple whirly movement to music set 
in four-four or three-four time.”

“The danger here in America—because of the youth 
of our country and because of the extremely rapid 
pace at which we have been compelled to widen our 
material responsibilities through the development of 
machinery—is the overvaluation of material achieve- 
ment. Hence there has arisen danger that our ideals 
become merged into that materialism which shuts out 
the significance of life. There is now going on a great 
revolt against materialism, and the folk-dancing move- 
ment is part of that reaction.
